MOSCOW (AP)—Soviet Premier Nikita Khrush- 
chev told the big three Western powers Monday: “Let 
us sit down honestly at a round conference table, let us 
not fan up war psychosis.” 

In a television and radio address to the nation on 
the Berlin crisis, the Premier declared: 

“Let us clear the atmosphere, let us rely on reason 
and not on the foree of thermonuclear weapons.”

Adiai E. Stevenson said Sun- 
day, after a long conference 
with President John F. Kennedy, 
that he is “very much discourag- 
ed” by the lack of progress in 

isarmament and nuclear test 

n talks with Russia. 

Stevenson, U.S. Ambassador to 
the United Nations, predicted 
the whole subject of disarma- 
ment and a nuclear test ban 
would come before the U.N. Gen- 
eral Assembly this fall. 

Stevenson told a news con- 
ference that after months of 
talks In Geneva, no progress 
had ‘been made toward an agree- 
ment to bar nuclear tests. 

Stevenson said he hoped the 
Russians would reconsider their 
insistence that the Soviet Union 
be given veto power over any 
nuclear inspection system.

Commenting on the flight of 
the Soviet Vostok II last night, 
the Foreign Office sources said 
last night that although this 
success will enhance Soviet poli- 
tical prestige in the longer view, 
it is inconceivable that this may 
have any big effect on the East-

The fact that Russia launch- 
ed its second space ship at a 
time when international tension 
over the Berlin question is ris- 
ing, shows that it wants to de- 
monstrate it had strength behind 
its strong attitude.

Khrushchev began his sche- 
duled 8 p.m. address Monday 
night with a salute to Maj. 
Gherman Titov for his success- 
ful 25-hour orbiting of the 
earth. 


The Soviet Premier sat at his 
desk reading a prepared speech 
and only rarely looked up at 
the vast Russian television 
audience watching what he has 
to say about the critical Berlin 
crisis. His speech was also 
broadcast on radio. 


He was wearing a dark suit 


together with the Lenin Peace 
Prize medal and the Medal of 


Hero of the Soviet Union and } 


two Hero of Socialist Labor 
insignias. He was wearing eye 
glasses. 


The speech was relayed by 
| television to Finland, Sweden, 
and by commercial independent 
television in Great Britain. It 
was also carried by the Commu- 
nist countries in Europe. 


Khrushchev also addressed 
himself to the peoples and gov- 
ernments of the neutral coun- 
tries: 

“You cannot stay aloof. Only 
joint efforts by all peoples can

Khrushchey said the Soviet 
Union may mobilize reservists 
and move more troops to its 
Western front to meet what he 
termed Western threats. 


He declared: 


“The Western powers are now 
pushing the world to a danger- 
ous brink, and the threat of a 
military attack by the imperial- 
ists on the Socialist states is not 
ruled out. 


“We shall watch the develop- 
ments. and act depending on 
how the situation shapes up,” 
Khrushchev: said. 


He added: 


“It may be that we shall have 
to increase in the future the 
numerial strength of the army 
on the Western frontiers by 
moving divisions from other 
parts of the Soviet Union. In 
connection with this, we may 
have to call up a pert of the 
reservists so that our divisions 
have a full complement and are 
ready for any eventuality.” 


The Soviet leader then cited 
figures to prove that “for the 
first two and a half years our 
industrial production has equal- 
led the industrial production for 
the whole prévious five year 
plan.”

CongoSoldiersReported 
Killing 1,000 Tribesmen 


MUTOTO, The Congo (AP)— 
Three American ‘missionaries 
have given a grim picture of a 
tribal massacre in which as 
many as 1,000 Luntus have been 
killed by Congolese soldiers. 

Dr. Tinsley Smith, his wife 
and a nurse left their mission 
to visit razed villages after the 
massacre. 

Fifteen miles from the Pres- 
byterian mission settlement is 
the devastated village of Ka- 
pambwe where 10 days ago Con- 
golese soldiers burned down 
300 houses and killed nearly 200 
men, women and children of the 
Lurtu tribe. 

Beyond Kapambwe a United 
Nations helicopter reconnais- 
sance established that ail vil- 
lages for about 10 miles have 
been laid to waste. About 2,000 
huts have been burned and the 
villagers who survived are cam- 
ping out in the jungle. 

Smith and his wife were 
among the first white people to 
drive into the burned village 
after the massacre. They went 
to help the wounded and to 
comfort the survivors, many of 
whom had once worked at 


: 


nm..ssion station. 

In the remains of one house 
Smith. found cartridge cases 
scattered around the mud floor. 
He was told that 10 men, women 
and children huddling. there in 
terror had been shot by the Con- 
golese soldiers. Their common 
grave was behind the house. 

Many other victims died 
when their homes were set 
ablaze. If they ran out they 
were shot down by rifles and 
machineguns. 

In the center of the village 
Smith found 20 wounded Luntus 
awaiting evacuation by a United 
Nations medical team which 
had arrived by air. The rest 
had been taken away to Lantu 
dispensaries and hospitals at 
Dimbelenge. 

“Among the wounded I saw 
an 8-year-old girl whose hand 
had been shot away,” said Dr. 
Smith. “There was nothing I 
could do for her and she died 
30 minutes later from shock 
and loss of blood. 

“Another little girl had a bul- 
let wound in her leg. They told 
me the same bullet had killed 
her brother.”

MOSCOW (AP)—Premier 
Khrushchev made spaceman 
Gherman Titov a full mem- 
ber of the Communist Party 
Monday and personally pro- 
mised him a rousing wel- 
come back to Moscow after 
his 25-hour voyage in orbit 
around the earth. 

Tass, the official Soviet 
news agency, reported an 
emotiogal conversation be- 
tween Khrushchev and Ti- 
tov over a telephone line to 
the Kremlin from the site 
where Titov landed. 

“I am very pleased,” 
Khrushchev said. 

Khrushchev: “I am listen- 
ing to you, Gherman Stepa- 
novich. Greetings and cor- 
dial congratulations.” 

Titov: ‘““Comrade First 
Secretary of the Central 
Committee of the Soviet 
Union Communist Party, I 
report that the task set by 
the party and the Govern- 
ment has been fulfilled.” 

Khrushchev: “Excellent. 

“Your voice sounds as 
though you had just arrived 
from a wedding feast.” 

Titov: “There was a feast, 
but not a wedding one.” 

Both men laughed. 


K’chev Told 
To Beware 


Of Ulbricht 


BERLAN (AP)—West Berlin 
Mayor Willy Brandt Sunday 
night warned Soviet Premier 
Nikita S. Khrushchev not to let 
East Germany’s top Red Walter 
Ulbricht push him into taking 
drastic action over divided 
Berlin. 

“Form your own opinions of 
the Berlin’ situation,” Brandt 
told Khrushchev, “so you wil 
recognize into what kind of a 
predicament Ulbricht can bring 
you if you don't.” * 

“All Ulbricht is trying to do,” 
Brandt continued, “is to protect 
himself from the consequences 
of your announced intentions 
of solving the Berlin situation 
through peaceful means.” 

Brandt made the statements 
during his weekly radio broad- 
cast to the residents of Com- 
munist-surrounded Berlin as 
the Weste foreign. ministers 
met in Paris and refugees con- 
tinued to stream through the 
Berlin escape hatch. 

He urged Khrushchev to real- 
ize he was playing with fire if 
he follows Ulbricht’s advice 
and signs a separate peace 
treaty with him which would 
give Ulbricht control over ac- 
— routes to the imperiled 
city. 

His reference to fire referred 
to the announced resolve of the 
Western allies to protect their 
rights they won in Berlin in 
World War II. 

Brandt also said Ulbricht’s at- 
tempts to dam the refugee tide 
and to persuade commuters 
from East into giving up their 
West Berlin jobs -were clumsy 
attempts to increase tension 
and thereby force Khrushchev’'s 
hand. 

West Berlin officials said that 
between noon Saturday and 4 
p.m. Sunday, 1,800 refugees 
registered. Hundreds of others 
flew directly to West Germany 
without bothering to register. 

Although the figures are 
somewhat smaller than in the 
previous week when 1,900 re- 
gistered, they were much high- 
er than normal. 


Typhoon June Hits 
Taiwan, Breaks Up 


TAIPEI UPD — Typhoon 
June struck the sdéutheastern 
coast of Taiwan early Monday 
with 90-mile-per-hour winds 
but weather officials said the 
storm appeared to be breaking 
up as of 3 p.m. | 

The typhoon, moving in a 
northwesterly direction, was 
reported to have battered Or- 
chid Island early Monday with 
140-mile-per-hour winds, There 
were no immediate reports of 
damage from the tiny sparse- 
ly populated island about 50 
miles off southeast Taiwan. 

The typhoon landed at Tai- 
tung, on Talwan’s southeast 
coast, early Monday, bringing 
heavy rains. Rainstorms were

Paris Meet 
Ends With 
Warning on ~* 
Berlin Status 


PARIS (UPI)—The U.S., Bri- 
tish and French foreign min- 
isters, after a sharp hands-off 
warning to Russia on Berlin, 
saw increasing hopes Monday of 
peace on the EastWest front in 
Southeast Asia. 

U.S. Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk told British Foreign Sec- 
retary Lord Home and French 
Foreign Minister Maurice Couve 
de Murville that the United 
States feels the situation in Com. 
munist-threatened Vietnam has 
eased. 

The ministers also were told 
there now are good chances of 
an early settlement of the Laos 
conflict. 

The three foreign ministers 
endea a day ahead of schedule 
the conference they opened Sat- 
urday on the Berlin crisis and 
other major East-West issues. 

Sunday night they confronted 
the Soviets with the choice of 
“reasonable” peace talks on Ber- 
lin or tough military measures 
backed by possible economic 
blockade. 

In a final two-hour session 
Monday morning they switched 
to the East-West fronts in Asia 
and Africa. West German For- 
eign Minister Heinrich von 
Brentano, who sat in throughout 
the talks on Germany and Ber- 
lin, did not take part. 

Conference spokesmen said 
Rusk told Home and Couve de 
Murville the United States 
“feels better” now about the 
situation in embattled South 
Vietnam following steps taken 
by the West to bolster the Gov- 
ernment of anti-Communist 
President Ngo Dinh Diem. 

However, conference spokes- 
men said it was agreed that the 
situation in South Vietnam still 
is cause for anxiety. Hipe | anid 
the ministers ve. 
Diem Government full political, 
military and economic support. 

France’s chief delegate to the 
Geneva Laos conference, Jac- 
ques Roux, reported to the min- 
isters that “substantial pro- 

" had been made toward 
solution of the Laos crisis. 

Speaking on behalf the 
US., British and French delega- 
tions to the Laos talks, Roux 
said much depends on progress 
in the next two weeks toward 
formation of a neutralist na- 
tional government in the South- 
east Asian kingdom. 


Peace Marchers 
Enter E. Germany 


HELMSTEDT, Germany (AP) 
—A group of German and Amer- 
ican peace marchers entered 
Communist East Germany Mon- 
day on their way to Moscow. 

The group of 35 men and 
women were met at the Com- 
munist control point by a large 
reception committee consisting 
of civilians, East German army 
officers, members -of the Com- 
munist youth organization as 
well as a host of Communist 
radio and television journalists. 

Prior to crossing into Com- 
munist territory, the American 
leader of the group, Bradford 
Lyttle, said his peace marchers 
had met with a good reception 
of their ideals in thelr 8,500 
kilometer mareh (5,280 miles) 
through the Free World. 

He added he hoped to find the 
same understanding in their 
march through East Germany, 
Poland and the Soviet Union 
where they hope to distribute 
pamphiets and carry slogans 
proclaiming the need for atomic 
disarmaments. 

Some members of the group 
were arrested and jailed by 
German police several days ago 
whert they tried to picket the 
Bonn Defense Ministry and 
NATO installations in Dort- 
mund.

MOSCOW (UPI)—Radio Moscow announced Mon- 
day that Maj. Gherman S. Titov had returned success- 
fully to earth after orbiting the earth more than 17 
times and traveling more than 430,000 miles. That is . 
nearly as far as a return trip to the moon. 

He was aloft 25 hours and 18 minutes, the an-

nouncer triumphed. 

It was the longest, fastest 
space flight in history and the 
26-year-old spaceman pilot com- 
pleted it in “excellent condl- 
tion,” it Was announced. 

Titov, orbiting at heights 
from 110.3 to 159.3 miles above 
the earth, passed over every 
continent, scores of the world’s 
largest cities, and ate, slept and 
worked throughout the journey 
showing no critical effects 
either from the prolonged 
weightlessness or from cosmic 
radiation. 

The 26-year-old married astro- 
naut’s spaceship, the 10,430- 
pound Vostok (East) II, touched 
down at a “prearranged” point 
in Soviet territory, near where 
pioneer spaceman Yuri Gagarin 
landed Apr. 12. 

Titov himself soared aloft at 
9 am. Moscow time Sunday 
and landed at 10:18 a.m. Mon- 


y. 

Radio Moscow made 
announcement of the safe 
turn at 12:05 a.m. 

The Radio Moscow announce- 
ment said: “The results of the 
flight opened further broad 
vistas of man’s cosmic flight.” 

The announcement called 
Titov’s trip “an unexampled 
historic flight.” It was man’s 
first sustained orbital flight, and 
Soviet scientific sources _— 
dicted it pushed the Soviet Rus- 
sia much closer to its big target 
putting a man on the moon. 

Titov’s landing was followed 
by a telephone conversation 
with Soviet Premier Nikita 
Khrushchev, the official news 
agency Tass said. Khrushchev 
also spoke to Gagarin over the 
telephone within minutes after 
Gagarin’s flight ended. 

The communique said Titov’s 
ship, Vostok II, had “landed,” 
indicating the entire ship was 
brought to earth intact. 

The announcement implied 
that Titov stayed inside the 
ship until it landed. But it did 
not indicate whether the 
astronaut himself steered Vostok 
II to its landing or whether it 
was brought to earth by ground 
control. 

The official news agency Tass 
said Titov landed in the Saratov 
region about 400-450 miles south- 
east of Moscow. He was believ- 
ed to have been launched from 
Gagarin’s launching site near 
Oyura Tam, in the desert wastes 
east of the Aral Sea awl 
Moscow.

The radio repeated the words 
that the spaceman was “healthy 
and feels excellent.” 

The radio, breaking hours of 
anxious waiting by thousands 
of Soviet citizens to break the 
news, said the results of the 
research carried out with Titov’s 
help “opened wide prospects for 
further space flights by man.”

GENEVA (UPI)—The Com- 
munists refused Mohday to pro 
mise they would not use Laotl- 
an territory as a base for ag 
gression against other countries. 

As a result, the 14nation 
Laos peace conference shelved 
the fourth of 11 articles nego- 
tiated so far. 

At the session—the 49th since 
the conference o May 16— 
the United States and Britain 
supported a South Vietnamese 
amendment calling on confer- 
ence members “not to utilize 
the territory or resources of 
Laos to serve a policy of aggres- 
sion or of interference direct or 
indirect in the affairs of other 
countries.” 

Heeding speeches by Red 
China and the Soviet Union Fri- 
day, Poland and the Moscow- 
backed “neutralist” Laotian fac- 
tion Monday charged the 
amendment was a violation of 
Laotian neutrality. 

Acting U.S. delegation leader 
John Cyszak denied the Com- 
munist allegations. He said 
this was an “independent, direct, 
separate and exclusive under- 
taking” by the 13 non-Laotian 
conference menibers and was im- 
portant to secure peace in Laos. 

Konthi Suphamongkhon of 
Thailland said this was the only 
article in the neutrality decia- 
ration which gave Laos’ 
neighbors assurance against 
aggression.

Chief Cabinet Secretary, refer- 
ring to the launching of the 
second Soviet spaceship, yester- 
day told a press conference that 
he believed Russian scientists 
were now seeking valuable 
data on the cosmonaut’s physi- 
cal reaction under a long dura- 
tion of weightlessness as well 
as to radioactivity. 


He added that the possible 
publication of the data by the 
Russian authorities would con- 
tribute much to the progress of 
world cosmic science. 

Earlier, Assistant Prof. 
Hisashi Saeki of Jikei University 
in Tokyo said that if the second 
Soviet spaceman were to fly for 
one whole day, the medical sig- 
nificance would be “extremely 
great.” 

The significance lies not oply 
in the length of the flight period, 
but also in the fact that the 
spaceman would experience one 
whole biological cycle of a hu- 
man body in the space. The 
data gathered from this flight 
would be useful in determining 
how the human body reacts to 
space flights under semiperma- 
nent conditions. 

Although Maj. Gagarin too ate 
something on his flight, Maj. 
Titov on the second Soviet space 
flight would experience real 
hunger, was to eat to satisfy 
this hunger, discharge and even 
sleep, Saeki said. 

He could measure working 
efficiency in space and gather 
data on the metabolism of ener- 
gy under the special conditions 
in space, Saeki concluded.

Japanese political parties in- 
cluding the left-inclined Japan 
Socialist Party and some For- 
eign office officials also viewed 
the launching as somewhat “po- 
litically motivated” and they 
called on Russia not to utilize 
the successful launching of the 
Vostok II as a get-tough policy 
on the Berlin and German is- 
sues. : 

Red China’s New China News. 
Agency also gave wide play to 
the Soviet achievement in its 
broadcast. 

Kuo Mo-jo, president of the 
Communist Chinese Academy of 
Sciences, said the launching of 
the spaceship “will make im- 
portant contributions to the 
man’s prolonged flight in outer 
space ...tI1 also hope that the 
Soviet scientists will continu- 
ously obtain still more brilliant 
achievements in the great cause 
of conquering outer space.” 

In Taipei, Tao Hsi-sheng, a 
senior adviser to President 
Chiang Kai-shek and one of the 
most important policy-makers 
in his country, however, said 
the Russians were using — and

Russell Lays Wreath

Sufferers totaled 67,156 per- 
sons in 13,976 households.

English Trademarks on Japan 
Goods Often Seem Ludicrous 


By SHELDON WESSON 


In other columns of this 
newspaper (and in other Eng- 
lish-language papers) there has 
raged for some weeks a contro- 
versy over the use of the origi- 
nal English dialogue in telecast- 
ing of filmed programs originat- 
ing in the United States. In this 
case, the protagortists base their 
arguments on the fact that an 
additional audience will be able 
to understand the words. 


I offer you a vaguely related 
situation—the growing use of 
English words in Japan in con- 
texts where the comprehension 
factor is meaningless. I refer 
to the growing use of English 
words for trademarks, slogans 
and advertising matter for Japa- 
nese products—right here in 
the domestic market. 


The export market is some- 
thing else again. British wool 
textile men have argued bitter- 
ly that the use of English words 
and foreign-sounding trademark 
names in the selvages of wool 
textiles tend to deceive the buy- 
er into thinking they are of 
British origin—or at least tend 
to conceal the fact that the 
goods originate in a country 
other than an English-speaking 
one. 


On the other hand, many 
Japanese firms stick tenacious- 
ly to their own Japanese names 
when promoting goods abroad— 
with the result that these 
names, so well-known and pre- 
cious in Japan, become mangled 
and mispronounced in other 
countries, to no useful purpose. 


Leave aside for the moment 
the question of whether or not 
the use of English -words on 
export products may or may not 
tend to deceive the buyer. Con- 
sider, instead, the extent to 
which the use of English words 
in Japan may confuse or deceive 
the buyer here. 

Simply stated, the fact is that 
“foreign style” products are still 
at a premium in Japan, and 
they have a certain snob ap- 
peal. Japanese products which 
foreigners in Japan buy acquire 
a sort of special status, by 
virtue of the implication that 
what foreigners buy is the best 
because these Japanese pro- 
ducts are as good as the pro- 


ducts they would buy at home.-: 


That is why well-to-do Japa- 
nese happily frequent the shops 
which are set up to cater to the 
foreign residents, and happily 
pay more than the going prices 
for similar goods elsewhere. 

The trouble is that the Japa- 
nese consumer is not as well- 
equipped as the foreigner to dif- 
ferentiate between true “for- 
eign” goods (imports) and “for- 
eign-style” Japanese goods. 
There are several levels to this 
problem: 

First, there is outright decep- 
tion: Labels printed in horrible 
English with a foreign name 
and a fictitious city of origin 
in the States. This type of 
thing is not so prevalent as it 
was a few years ago. 

Secondly, there is the Japa- 
nese product with a label print- 
ed in English sold right next 
to an imported product of the 
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er than that set for the current 
April-September period and that 
it will be expanded to $3,700 
million.

same type. The price of the 
Japanese item will be lower 
than the true import, but high- 
er than it really should be. De- 
ception is not necessarily in- 
tended. This is possibly just 
clever merchandising, possibly 
deception by implication. 

Third, there are export re- 
jects, export surpluses, etc., 
which are sold here with the 
labels which they would carry 
if sold in the U.S. (sometimes 
with the American department 
store’s label in the neck of a 
blouse!). These iterhs often sell 
in Japan, the country of origin, 
for more than in the United 
States. 

Fourth, there is the simple 
use of an English name to land 
an air of prestige to the pro- 
‘duct. There is the subtle im- 
plication that the name must be 
given in “English” because for- 
eigners buy it, or perhaps, the 
English words are just trim- 
ming. 

In many cases, the effect is 
ludicrous to foreigners. There 
are such incongruities as these 
(fictitious) examples: “My Pet” 
rat traps, or “Shotgun” green 
peas. Others are roughly relat- 
ed, but nonetheless ludicrous, 
like (again. fictitious): “Incen- 
diary” cigarette lighters, or 
“Loudest” bicycle horns. 

It is obvious that the brand- 
name words themselves have no 
inherent meaning for the Japa- 
nese buyer—no more than a 
couple of strange kanji charac- 
ters would have if used in the 
States as the trademark for an 
oriental-type product {chop 
suey?) made and canned in East 
St. Louis. 

We do it in the States, too. 
Perfumes have to have French- 
sounding names. But at least 
the words are meaningful in re- 
lation to the product. Personal- 
ly, I think that “abattoir” is a 
delightful-sounding French 
word, especially if spoken 
breathlessly, but the mellifiu- 
ous sound hardly makes it ap- 
propriate for the name of a per- 
fume. 

The textile industry is awash 
with foreign-sounding names 
for its products. Many of them 
are difficult to pronounce in 
romaji for foreigners. Render- 
ed into kana they become im- 
possible. In other cases, origi- 
nal foreign trademark names 
are rendered into kana when 
the product is licensed for 
manufacture in Japan, and the 
resultant pronunciation bears 
little relationship to the origi- 
nal, and may hinder, not help, 
sales in Japan. 

But my all-time favorite is a 
perfectly fine line of Japanese 
worsteds named “Lovely-tex,” 
which, when rendered into kana 
and pronounced becomes “rub- 
bery-tex.” °

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Intellectuals and Intellectualism 


The recent statement of the American ambassador, Mr. 
Edwin O. Reischauer, that Japanese intellectuals are 
alienated from the rest of society by being strongly idealis- 
tic and exclusive has aroused much attention. 


That the charge is largely true seems unquestionable, 
although we do not think Japanese intellectuals are alone 
in this regard. But if by intellectuals we are to mean men 
and women whose mental gifts and education. are such 
as should qualify them for leadership in’ society of a re- 
warding sort then the charge must be taken seriously. In 
some countries, we regret to say, the designation “profes- 
sor” is only too often regarded as synonymous with “crank,” 
especially by those sections of the community engaged in 
manual labor and other practical work and who consequent- 
ly repudiate any idea of their leadership and refuse to 
accord them any sort of authority. 


Mr. Reischauer.compared Japanese intellectuals with 
their American counterparts.. He said there was in Japan 
a strong tendency among intellectuals to classify them- 
selves into different schools of thought, this being formed 
by the professor-student ‘relationship. 


“The tendency is less evident in America where intel- 
lectuals have a strong dislike to being identified with schools 
of thought. In the United States, the individuality of a 
scholar is emphasized,” he said. “The Japanese intellectual 
is strongly idealistic and extremely theoretical while a 


pragmatic attitude is dominant among their American coun- 
terparts.” 


Although the alienation of scholars from society is a 
common problem, according to Mr. Reischauer, because all 
scholars tend to become thinkers instead of doers, it is 
obvious to his mind that American intellectuals stand much 
closer to the rest of society than they do in Japan. 

Since his recent assignment to Tokyo, the ambassador . 
said, he had observed a tremendous gap between the politi- 
cal and business worlds and the intellectual community. 

This is an indictment which makes us question if the 
higher educational facilities that exist today in Japan are 
turning out men with that solid foundation of general 
knowledge, social ease and common sense appreciation of 
realities which alone can make great learning of practical 
use to both the individual and society as a whole. 

Even in the United States there seems to be some doubt 
as to the value of modern educational methods. The 
novelist William Faulkner puts in the mouth of one of 
his characters this gibe: “To take an education by the 
modern process is like marrying in haste and spending 
the rest of your life making the.best of it. But under- 
stand me; I have no quarrel with education. I don’t think 
it hurts you much, except to make you unhappy and unfit 
for work, for which men were cursed by the gods before 
they had learned about education. And if it were not 
edueation, it would be something else just as bad, and 
wey worse, Man must use his time some way, you 

now.” 

This, of course, is an extremist view, but it is a sorry 
thing that anyone—with his tongue in his cheek or not— 
should speak so ill of learning. If all that education can 
do in some cases is to make people unhappy and unfit 
for work; it is a black smear on our modern ideas of the 
nature and purpose of education. How different is the 
conception of Plato who put emphasis on music and gym- 
nastics—the one to train the mind and emotions and the 
other the body! 

Today, we cannot so circumscribe our educational sys- 
tems as to fit in with all the governing ideas of Plato. 
But his conception of the intellectually gifted as falling 
ee not leading—their environment should remain 
good. 
In Japan. we have been treated to the spectacle of in- 
tellectuals becoming indoctrinated with extreme leftist 
notions under the misconception apparently that these 
denote the only form of progress. Is this because they are 
unhappy and feel they are misfits in society as at present 
constituted? If so, there is a problem here which should 
be grappled with. 

In his special message to the United States Congress 
on education last February, President Kennedy declared: 
“Our colleges and universities represent our ultimate edu- 
cational resource, In these institutions are produced the 
leaders. and other trained persons whom we need to carry 
forward our highly developed civilization.” 

That surely is the right way to look at higher educa- 
tion. If learning only leads us’to despise our environment, 
to regard with contempt the persons and things around 
us, and to seek to destroy rather than. build up society, 
then it is the wrong kind of learning and we have not 
gain, but loss. Let us look then to the cultivation of 
intellectual accomplishments as a means of increasing our 
own and other’s happiness—a happiness based on the best 
things in life, which things may be most frequently found 


outside mere book learning or political dogmatism.

WASHINGTON—In the mat- 
ter of juvenile delinquency and 
widespread juvenile shiftless- 
ness, there are increasing signs 
of a healthy revolt against that 
old American custom of expect- 
ing George to do it—George in 
this case being “the Govern- 
ment.” 


Many days of solemn Congres- 
sional hearings here into such 
things as violence on television 
and into ways and means to 
make the youngsters pull up 
their socks in general have pro- 
duced about what might have 
been éxpected. There have 
been endless speeches in the 
Congressional record, and there 
has been much viewing with 
alarm. 


At last, however, and partly 
due to certain unusually brave 
government officials like Secre- 
tary Abraham ‘Ribicoff of 
Health, Education and Welfare, 
the plain facts are insisting upon 
raising their plain heads above 
all this hullabaloo. The plain 
facts are these: 


There is not now, and there 
never will be so long as we re- 
tain constitutional free speech 
and the right to private man- 
agement of private property, 
any lawful and effective means 
of preventing television from 
showing what the public either 
wants or is too lazy or too 
stupid to reject by turning off 
the dial. 


And there is not now, and 
never will be, any lawful and 
effective way to saddle the pub- 
lic authorities entirely with the 
responsibility which belongs to 
parents, always has and always 
will. This is the simple respon- 
sibility to direct, to guide and 
to discipline—repeat discipline 
—their children. 


There is no reason whatever 
why Federal action should be 
taken, even if it could be tak- 
en, to prevent children from 
seeing sordid or otherwise harm- 
ful TV programs. There is a 
petfectiy simple remedy, a 
home-grown do-it-yourself one. 
It does not require g vast lob- 
bying effort under the slogan 
“There ought to be a law!” It 
does not require a marching 
host of boycotters. 


It does not require sending 
delegations to the Federal Com- 
munications Commission, to 
Congress or the White House— 
or even to City Hall. It only 
requires grown-up people to do 
one little thing: tell the children 
to shut off the blasted TV at 
those times when programs ob- 
viously unsuitable for them are 
going on. And make sure that 
it really is shut off. 


The same goes for movies, 
and, actually, for juvenile de- 
linquency itself. In nine cases 
out of 10, any father or mother 
who cannot cope with this thing 
before it starts is simply not 
doing his or her job. Nobody 
needs a degree in “child care,” 
for illustration, to know that
